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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Amendments and Applicant Arguments submitted on 07/28/09 have been 
received and its contents have been carefully considered. 

Claims 21-37 are pending for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 1-3, filed 07/28/09, with respect to claims 21 
and 24-37 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 21 
and 24-37 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 21-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art do not teach or suggest a governor device comprising a selectively powered 
switch near the rotating member, and a moving member that is biased into a position to 
not activate the switch, the moving member moving into a position to activate the switch 
responsive to the rotating member rotating at a speed beyond a selected limit that 
corresponds to movement of the elevator car at a speed below a desired speed during 
normal elevator system operation, the switch only being powered to operate under 
selected conditions other than normal elevator system operation. The combinations of 
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the claimed limitations in the independent claim 1 is not anticipated or made obvious by 
the prior art of record in the examiner's opinion.
